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“It’s not the facts you learn at Ridley that matter — it’s 


learning how to learn the facts that’s important.” 














Those words from a grade 12 
student were typical of the 
thoughtful contributions made 
by the 170 participants in the 
Long Range Planning Workshop 
on December 4th and 5th. 

The combination of four chal- 
lenging speakers and concerned 
Ridleians proved to be a potent 
one. Throughout the 2-day event, 
students, faculty, governors, 
parents, and O.R.’s had the 
opportunity to wrestle with two 
intriguing questions: “What is the 
essence of the Ridley Experience”, 
and “How can we as an institution 
ensure that we are preparing 
students for the future.” 

Given the breadth of interest 
and experience of the participants, 
it was only natural that a wide 
range of opinions would be voiced. 
What was perhaps surprising — and 
for many reassuring — were the 
common threads that emerged. 

In terms of the essence of Ridley, 
the key items which emerged from 
discussions were the friendships 
and sense of community developed 
here, the breadth and depth of 
opportunity, and the development 


of life skills in the students. While 





a great many other aspects of life 
at Ridley — yesterday and today — 
were noted, these three general 
areas seemed to be most common. 

As we wrestled with the char- 
acteristics of a changing world and 
the skills a successful graduate 
would need, it quickly became 
apparent that future Ridleians will 
need to adjust to a shrinking world 
and all its challenges. Problem 
solving and critical thinking skills, 
adaptability and self reliance were 
just some of a long list of desired 
qualities identified. 

The next step in the process 
will involve a survey of the Ridley 
family to receive their input on 
these crucial questions. When all 
the data has been collected, a group 
of approximately thirty Ridleians, 
covering a broad range of constit- 
uencies, will develop a mission 
statement and list of strategic 
directives for the School. 

There is a sense from all who 
have taken part in the process so 
far that it has been a highly 
valuable experience. There is no 
question in my mind that we will 
be able to judge the exercise as a 
success if it encourages us to change

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New Grade 9 Programme 


Has Been Well Received 


The Headmaster, in consulta- 
tion with the faculty, began a bold 
new programme towards integrat- 
ing the Grade 9 class into the busy 
and complex Upper School. The 
following is a report submitted by 
Jim Bryan on the objectives and 
goals of the programme. 


PURPOSE 


The Grade 9 programme is 
designed to meet the special 
physical, social, emotional and 
intellectual needs of early 
adolescents entering the Upper 
School. Children of this age need 
the assurance of clear rules and 
well-defined routines to give 
structure to their lives and provide 
them with a sense of belonging 
and security in the classroom, in 
the House, and on the playing 
fields. It is also important that 
students are introduced to the 
complex and often confusing life 
of the School in a way that creates 
a sense of community and identity 
as the class progresses through 
Ridley to graduation. To do this, 

a number of innovative and 
student-centered programmes 
have been implemented. 


SociAL MATTERS 


During the first six weeks of 
school, all Grade 9 students partic- 
ipate in a special extra-curricular 
program designed to encourage 
them to get to know each other 
and prepare for the 4th Dimension 
Kandalore Trip. A variety of activ- 
ities take place, some social and 
conducted by Housemasters, and 
others, such as street-proofing 
sessions and an introduction to 
the Ropes Confidence Building 
Course, run for the entire grade.

The programme culminates in a 
four-day visit to Camp Kandalore 
in mid-November. 


ACADEMIC CONCERNS 


To better co-ordinate the 
academic curriculum and insure 
that the demands made on students 
are appropriate to their age and 
maturity, a Committee of Key 
Teachers has been established. 
Teachers representing each major 
discipline meet on a regular basis 
to monitor the progress of the class. 
There are strict rules established for 
teachers on the length and timing 
of assignments and tests so that stu- 
dents do not become inadvertently 
overloaded with work or assign- 
ments beyond their capabilities. 
The Key Teachers’ Committee also 
has a ‘watching brief’ for the gener- 
al welfare of the Grade 9 class, 
particularly in those matters which 
affect the academic progress and 
social integration of the class into 
the Upper School. This in no way 
diminishes the role of the student's 
advisor. 


SKILLS DEVELOPMENT 


We have found that students 
benefit from learning certain basic 
skills early in their Ridley careers. 
These are taught primarily 
through the History Department’s

he idea of a festival 
embracing all the 
tts) Usic, art, 
drama and dance was 
conceived by the Headmaster of 
Nichols School in Buffalo in 
1990. Many of our independent 
schools lock horns in sporting 
endeavours, but rarely do we 

get to share and appreciate the 
multiple talents of our students in 
a cultural sense, and without the 
competitive element. 

Nichols hosted the first such 
festival in 1991 and various schools 
that were essentially on or near the 
Great Lakes, were invited to 
attend. Ridley was invited as the 
only 'Canadian Content’ and we 
sent approximately 60 students 
to both Nichols and then to the 
Hawken School in Gates Mill, 
Ohio in 1992. This year it is 
Ridley's honour to host the 
festival from April 15 - 17 and 
we have invited Appleby College 
to join the fold. Six schools are 
presently involved, but it is the 
intent to increase the number of 
participating schools year by year. 

The content of the festival 
varies slightly at the whim of the 
host school but the established 
format provides both performance 
and workshop incentives for all 
students. From a musical stand 
point the expectation would be 
that each school send a balanced 
choral group, a concert/jazz 
ensemble, and perhaps a string 
or brass ensemble. The drama 
element consists of a prepared 
one-act play and those schools 
with a dance programme (in- 
cluding Ridley as of this year) 
prepare a routine. All participants 
are expected to support as many 
performances as possible. The 
visual arts departments bring a

variety of art works, paintings, 
sculptures, etc., to be mounted as 
the festival exhibition, from 
which critiques are offered on the 
artists’ work. All students are 
encouraged to sign up for at least 
two workshops in their primary 
discipline, which are presented by 
qualified clinicians. Usually, at 
the end of the day, there is time 

to socialize, either by means of a 
dance or a coffee shop atmosphere, 
where informal performances 
continue! 

For some 48 hours there will 
have been total immersion in 
culture and collectively we hope 
that the experience gained will 
somehow feed back into the 
programmes in the respective 
schools. For Ridley and the St. 
Catharines community, it will be 
an opportunity to benefit from 
the abundant talent that we 
know exists amongst our youth, 
but so often get short shrift given 
the business of our diverse school 
activities. Local Ridleians are 
most welcome to attend events 
and more information will be 
forthcoming as we near April.
